The carnival crew, however, is hon­ 
est enough to advertise to the world 
at large that it is out to get money 
while the getting is good—and it pro­ 
ceeds to get its share. 
As a show 
outfit, however, and to 
make 
this 
specific, the Bnrnett-Schutz Compnay 
left about $450 
of 
actual 
expense 
money with county and city in taxes, 
food and lodging biUs. 
In 
addition 
to that it offered amusement 
of 
a 
sort to several thousand folks, 
and 
divided net profits with the American 
Legion which intends to use funds to 
alleviate probable suffering in 
this 
community this winter. 
The revivalist hides behind a cloak 
of godliness in order 
to fleece 
the 
community to the last red cent—if 
belching forth hellfire 
and 
brime- 
stone can loosen up reluctant purse 
strings. 
The outfit usually begs its 
bed and board from church members, 
who rather than call down the veiled 
insinuations from the platform 
of 
being "unwilling to harbor the work­ 
er of the Lord”, give their best 
for 
nothing. 
In a polite sort of way, the preach­ 
er, the choir leader and the keeper of 
the cash, usually get their cleaning 
and pressing free of charge, 
their 
gasoline and oil at no cost, and inci­

The sams folks who fitrht 
and howl the loudest about keeping a 
show or a circus out of town, are us­ 
ually front row patrons or yes men 
at a tent revival. 
They sit patiently 


linquent salary, and wakes up 
two 
weeks later with a dissatisfied con­ 
gregation fed up to the gills 
with 
high pressure stuff, worn down with 
a nervous hangover and broke. 
It is 
up to him to patoh up the rifts, bring 
together his flock, and 
sta rt 
anew 
problems, the solution of which was 
knocked higher than a kite by 
his 
shouting, pleading, 
m oney-grabbing 
brother in the Lord’s work, the 
re­ 
vivalist. 
If the reader 
is not 
yet 
angry 
enough to hit a ten penny nail in two 
let him keep this in mind 
a tent re­ 
vival is seldom advertised for so or so 
many’ days.

The revivalist hides behind a cloak 
of godliness in order 
to fleece 
the 
community to the last red cent—if 
belching forth hellfire 
and 
brime- 
stone can loosen up reluctant purse 
strings. 
The outfit usually begs its 
bed and board from church members, 
who rather than call down the veiled 
insinuations from the platform 
of 
being “unwilling to harbor the work 
er of the Lord”, give their best 
for 
nothing. 
In a polite sort of way, the preach­ 
er. the choir leader and the keeper of 
the cash, usually get their cleaning 
and pressing free of charge, 
their 
gasoline and oil at no cost, and inci 
dental expenses 
of like nature free 
under a polite * rm of graft—from 
the pulpit, the 
?ame 
pulpit 
from 
which the purported “pure gospel” is

Most of the legitimate, “old line 
church bodies have learned long ago, 
to their sad experience, that revivals 
seldom revive for long, and most

them absolutely bar any kind of high 
pressure methods. 
It is a strange s. tup, this 
revival 
businesf. 
The same folks who fight 
and howl the loude t about keeping a 
show or a circus out of town, are us­ 
ually front row patrons or yes men 
at a tent revival. They sit patiently 
through the first few days of the re­ 
viving, until their minds are distort­ 
ed, their mental im ge of a just God 
inflamed, and their judgment warped. 
Then come the fireworks! 
The last 
few days, or the last week, if it is a 
three-week stand 
outfit—costs 
the 
front row patron plenty—if he 
has 
anything at all. 
Those w-ho are intelligent enough 
to see through the 
cleverlv-shielded 
scheme, namely the grocerymen, the 
dry goods merchant!, 
and business 
men of the community, they know to 
their soirow that those who can least 
afford to part with t icir hard earned 
cash, are the ones who fall the hard­
